ver us, joyned together againſt him, to caſt him out of Cove- 


nant, Court and Countrey, and ſentenced him to baniſhment, 
as hereafter doth appear. This ancient man was much refreſh- 
ed at the coining of theſe fo: ementioned people, finding'in them 
that which he defired after, and was much troubled at the cruet 
atings of the Magiſtrates and people of Boſton towards them; 
upon the ſame day the former were put forth of priſon , they 
put himin, who having proclaimed a Law with the beating of 
a Drum againſc thoſe people called quakers before the ſaid Ni- 
chclas's door, he beeing much troubled in ſpirit with it, ſeeing 


their unrighteous dealing againſt the innocent, did bare wit- - 


neſs againſt their Law, for which he was ſent for the next morn= 
ing unto the General Court , where he ſpake to them: to this 


purpoſe, That the proſecution of that Law was the fore-run- | 


ner of a Judgment upcn the Countrey, and therefore in the 
tenderneſs and love which he bore rq the people and countrey,' 
did deſire them to take heed what they did,leſt they were found 
fighters againſt God , whole love they rejeRted,and committed 
him to priſon, and fined him twenty pound, and ordered him to 
banifhment within the ſpace of one moneth, and that if hee 
ſhould return, he ſhould be kept cloſe priſoner untill he did ac- 
knowledge his faulc in declaring againſc their Law, which Law 
hereafter followeth , yet after four dayes was releaſed : And a- 
Sain ſhewed their inhumanity, to baniſh an ancient man of a- 
bout fixty yeers, from his wife and family in the time of winter, 
alchough for many yeers had been very fickly, of whom if the 
Lord had not been more tender then theſe unmerciful men, bee 
might, bare pela 3 909 Ielves the ting as pyeen: 
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Br Ipdappoiated him for departing their: Colony , they ſent 
for him-to.anather Court to reckon with him for not coming 
to.their Meeting , for which according to their Law he was to 
pay five ſhillings for every firſt dayes miſſing; ſo they reckon- 

three pound more that he was to pay upon this account , by 
which it appears what it is they ſeek after, who will ſo ſoon take 
occaſion to get money, the loveof which Pas! ſaith, is the root 
of all evill, which while fome have coveted after, have erred 
fromthe Faich ; which is cruly fulfilled in New-England: When 
the time was neer expired, Nicholas went to Sandwitch in Ply- 
mouth-Patent, intending there to winter amongſt ſome that 
were more readier to entertain the perſecuted , then to perſe- 
cute; but the Governor thereof , whole name was Braaferd, 
being an envious man, hearing of his coming , ſent a Warrant 
that none ſhould entertain him , but his purpoſe not being ef- 
feed, he ſerta ſecond ſpecial Warrant to bring Nicholas to 
Plymouth; [tis worth obſerving] An Indian Prince, for ſo 
he appears by his ſpeech, hearing of their dealing with this anci- 
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_ Ent, weak man, called them Wicked men, and ſaid unto him Ne. 


tup, which is to ſay, Friend,if thou wilt live with me, J will make 
theeag ood warm houſe ; this he ſpake in his own language, 
preaching condemnation thereby to the Engliſh Chriſtian , 
teaching them an example of compaſlion towards the perſecu- 
ted, whom they of Boſton had barbarouſly baniſhedin che win- 
ter ſeaſon, which are ſuch in thoſe parts, that ſeveral have peri- 
ſhed in travelling: bervvixt tovvn and tovvn, yea vvhere they 
are aot three miles diſtant, yet vvould not this vile man have 
this ancient man entertainad by any , iſſuing out his ſecond 
Warratit to appear at Plymouth, vvkich is called tvventy miles 
diſtant from:Sandyvitch.: But Nicholas not being able to go, 
vvrote to the Governor, that if he periſhed his-blood vvouid 
be required at his hand; and ſome of the Magiſtrates beeing 
more moderate ſpirits, ſpake for him , that he might ſtay the 
Winter, ſo he was permitced : Butin the Spring they baniſhed 
hjm out of their Coaſts toRoad-Iland ; the habitation of the 
huated-Chciſc, vvhere- none of the dumb doggs dare come fo 
much as to life-their rongues for lucre : This vve are Witneſſes 


of, vvho have been ſentour of all their Coaſts into that Tland,

Apain, in the yeer 7657. bezinning in the ſixth month, There 
being certain of the ſervants of God come for New: England; 
and being according to his providenee caſt upon a certain Iland 
lying betwixt the Engliſh and the Dutch, arrived in New-Am- 
ſterdam, where the day following certain of the Strangers had 
- drawiggs forth into the Town and Countrey to ſeek the ſcat- 
tered ſeed, two of which declared in the ftreets, to wit, Mary 
W-a . erheai and Dorot'.y Waugh,for which they-wereapprehen- 
ded and caſt into miery dungeons apart each from other, where 
was much Vermine; the which two after they had been there 
abour eight dayes, were had out thence, having their arms ty- 
ed, and rods made faſt to them, and two Negroes going with 
them, uncill chey came ata Boat which was to go to Road-I- 
' land, into which they was put and carried away. 

Again, One Roterr Hodg ſhine, a true and faithful ſervant ob 
God, who hath ſacrificed up himſelf, withall whatſoever was 
neer and deer unto him for the ceſtimonies ſake unto bim com-, 
mitted, was moved forth amongſt the Engliſh in theſe parts, 
to make known unto them the Goſpel of God , which by ſeve- 
ral ofthem in ſeveral parts thereabouts was gladly received and 
believed, againſt which the Heathen raged, and the people ima- 
gined miſchievous things ; he being at a place called Hemp- 
ſteed, expeRing to have a Meeting amongſt ſuth as was ſeeking 
after God, being walking in an Orchard belonging to ſuch as 
was Willing to receive a meeting, there came unto him an Ofi- 
cer, who laid violent hands upon him, and carryed him before 
one G:/der/leaue titled a Magiſtrate, an Engliſh-man; who ta- 
king counſel at the baſer ſorr of people, committed him priſe- 
ner while he rode to the Dutch-Governor, it being in that Ju- 
riſdition, who brought the Fiſcal ſo called, with a guard of 
Muſquetiers, who took him into their cuſtody, vvho ſearched 
him and cook avvay his knives, and papers, and Scripture-book, 
and pintoned him all the nighg and the next day, ſo that he bad 
hardly liberty to refreſh or reſt, himſelf any vvay; and they 
ſearched (cri''ly for thoſe that had entertained him, and laid 
ho!d on tvyo Women, the eporing tyvo final chi..':en, the 
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one of yyhich fed upon her breſc, &- gota cart, and convey- 
ed che vvoman avvay in it, 8nd him they tyed to the hinder part 
of ir pintoned , and ſo haled him through th- vvoods in the 
nipht-ſcaſon, vvhereby he vvas much torne and abuſed ; ſo co- 
ming co the tovyn called Nevv-Amſcerdam, they looſ:d che pri- 
ſoner, and che Goaler led him by the rope vyherevvichall hee 
vvas pinioned, unto che Dungeon vvhere he vvas caſr, and coms 
mitted che women priſoners co another place, and there con- + 
tinued chem during their pleaſure : At the time of their Courc 
they cauſed che pritoner, to wit, Robert Hodghone,to be brought 
before them, and cook his examination in writing , and com- 
Mirted him to the Dun teon again ; afterwards they took him 
forth, and read an accuſation againſt him in their owne lan- 
Suage; the words chat were interprered to him by Capraine 
Willer were chele : Ir is the Generalls pleaſure, ſeeing you have 
behaved your ſelves thus, you are to work two yeers at a Wheel- 
barrow with a Negor, or pay or cauſe to be paid {ix handred 
Gilders. Then Robert indeavoured to make his defence by way 
of ſober reply, but was nor ſuffered to ſpeak , but taken away, 
and returned again to the Dungeon,and there kept, no Engliſh 
ſuffered to come at him for ſeveral dayes; then at cheir pleaſure 
£00k chey him out again, and pinioned him, and ſet his face to- 
wards the Court-Chamber, taking off his hat, and read another 
accuſation againſt him in Ducch, which he underſtood not , but 
many of their own Nation who heard it ſhook cheir heads at 
:r,and when they had done, caſt him into the Dungeon again, 


after certain dayes took him forth betimes in a morning, and 


chained him to a Wheelbarrow, and commanded him to work , 
hisanſwer was, He was never brought up nor uſed to that work; 
{o they-cauſed a egor to take a pitch-rope nigh four inches a- 
boar, and beat him with it uncill he fell downe, ard they tooke 
him up again by itrength, and beat him unrill he fell downe a- 
gain the ſecond time, it was judged thac hee received an hun- 
dred blowes; then they forced him up with che Barrow to the 
Fort before the Governors houſe, and made complaint to him 
that they could not make him work ;, ſo hee ſtood chained to 
che Barrow, and nigh unto the middle of che day, ihe Sun fhi- 
ning very hox , and hee Þecing much bruiſed and __” with 
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blowes, beeing kept mach from foodalſo , was very'faint, and 
ſate down upon the gronnd, waiting with his minde ſraid' upon 
the Lord, felt his ſtrength and refreſhment, as the oy! of glad- 
neſs, which made him whole , but ſtill by them Kkepr chained ac 
the Barrow untill the ſeventh hour in the nighre;, then looſed 
and put into the Dungeon untill the mortiing about che ſixth 
hour, then taken forth again, and lock't to the Barrow, with a 
guard ſet upon him that none might come ſo much as to ſpeake 
with him , beeing kept there untill the ſeventh hour , -( as be- 
fore) and brought forth the next day 'in like manner, and after» 
wards looſed, and carried before the Governor, who asked him 
if he would work; if not, he ſhould be whipt every day: then 
he demanded what Law he had broken, and called for his accu- 
ſers that he might know his tranſgreſlion, and cold him , That 
if he were called to that work by the Lord he ſhould nor refuſe 
it; then thiy chained him to the Barrowagain, and cold him, 
that if he ſpake to any one he ſhould be puniſheg worſe, yer 
his mouth was opened to ſuck as came about hm: then they 
ſeeing that he could not befiſent,they pat him up into the Dun- 
Beon, and kept him cloſe ſeveral dayes, two nights one day and 
an balf without bread or water, then took him out very early 
inthe morning to a private Chamber, and ſtripped him to the 
waſte, and hung him up by the hands, and tyeda preat logpg te 
his feet; that he could not turn his body , and ſet a ftrong Ne- 
gor with rods, who laid many ſtripes upon him both backward 
and forward, wherewith he cut his fleſh very much, and drew 
much blood upon kim. then was hee, looſed and pur into the 
Dungeon, too bad a place for ſwine, being a Rinking hole and 
full of Vermine, not ſuffering any to come and waſh his ſtripes, 
and withiu two dayes took him forth again, and hung him up as 
before, the Goaler being very drunk forced another Negor to 
lay many more ſtripes upon him, and ſeeing no end of their 
cruelty, ſpake to the Fiſcal ro give him ſome time of conſidera- 
tion, and to ſuffer ſome Engliſh to come unto him, which vyas 
omen : An Engliſh vvoman came unto him and vvaſhed his 
ſtripes, yvho ſeeing him brought ſo lovy of body, ſpake to her 
husband that ſhe expeRed that he could not live untill che next 
morning ; the vvords took ſuch impreſſion upon him, that he 
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yvent tothe Fiſcall, and WL him a fat Ox, if he vyonld 
fer him co come and be at his houſe until he vvas recovered , 
but the Governor vyould not, except the vvhole fine vvas paid; 
Which meny gladly vvould have done ; but the priſoner could 
Not conſent toit : for vvithin three days that they had vvhip- 
ped him, he vvas made ſtrong as ever, and free to labour, vvhich 
VVas a great torment to them, their ayme being alcogecher ts 
get money 3 And a great crouble to many both Dutch and 
Engliſh, that he could not conſent for them to pay the Fine, 
but chooſed rather to vvork chen to be burthenſome to any, 
ſuch vyas his innocency ; neither could he eat the Governors 
read except he did vvork for it, although lictle beſides vvas 
ſuffered co be brought to him , render people vvere troubled 
atthe courſeneſs of his food, ic beins ſuch as vvherevvichall 
they fed their Slaves, but he chooſed rather from a contented 
minde ſo to do, ſeeing he vvrought for it, then to be burchen- 
ſome or troubleſome to any fort of people vvharſoever; for his 
ovyn labour in the Lord yvould have afforded him food ſuffici- 
cient, but he could not ſuffer it, ſeeing the Dutch lying in vvair 
daily againſt the Engliſh chat lives under them hovv,chey might 
inſnare them, they being kept in great bondage and ſervitude by 
them, as hereafter you vvill further underſtand , this being the 
- ſubſtance taken out of his oyyn true relation given under his 
hand, Robert Hodg ſhone, 

Reader, There being an intire netrneſs betwixe the fore-ment in 
onrd ſufferer I megfor whoſe innacency ſaks 1 cannet hold my peace, 
we having been partaxgrs of the ſpirit of life and love together ſc- 
wveral dayes and yeers,aud baptiz::d we have been wito many tryals, 
which hath cauſed us for the comfort of each other to communicate 
wha! mig.t adminiſter [Frength unto; And [ perceiving that ma= 
7 have ſcrapled at this my brothers working, 1 ſhall impart unto 
thee what grounds he gave me for it , when by the Fathers will we 
were brought together again iu the ſtrange Land ; the.which thing

ed ana cruel manner ? Again, the foreſaid Henry Townſend beizg 
called before the Geverneur ard Conrt, they demanded of him if be 
would pay the Money, who anſwered that his perſon and eſtate was 
»nder their hands they might take it if they would, but he would nt 
fay it them, then might he ſpeak, no more, but furthwith caſt into

ia vvhich placeis many Indians, and comins rhere on the 
fixceenth of the (ixta monech 1657 vve vvent to their Meet- 
ing, and after the Prieſt Thomas M192 ( the Governor's ſon) 
had done his ſpeech,.one of usſpike a fevv vvords, and then 
vvas both of us by he Conſtable chru'lt ouc of doores, and 
forchyvith the doors vvere ſhut, yer going chither 6n the

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later part of that day, afrer ſome diſpute with them we de- 
parted ; but on the morrow the Goverrvour wich the Conſta- 
ble came to us, who after ſome words with -us,required us to be 
gone. off the Illand ; our anſwer was, in the will of God we 
ſtood ro go as he made onr way for ns, but he being nor ſatis- 
fied with this Aniwer, hired an Indian to have us away, ſaying, 
that ic was the will of God that weſhould go to day, and re- 
quired mon-.y of us to pay the Indian for carrying us, but we 
ſeeing lictle of our going that day, did fay that we could not 
pay the Indian, foraſmuch as we didnot hire him , nor ſet him 
on work ; then he commanded the Conſtable ro ſearch for our 
money, who accordingly did, and took from us nine ſhillings, 
which vyhen they had ſo done, delivered us into the hands of 
the Indians to have us away over the water in the main Land, 
(in one of their Cannons vvhich is a piece of a tree bewed hol- 
low) vvho forchwich had ue away from them, where we remain- 
ed among-the [1414s three days, till there was a calm ſeaſon 
to have us over the Sea vvhich vvas about nine miles (a preat 
Sea for ſuch a ſmall Yeſſel) all vvhich time vye received no ſmall 
love from the /-4:ans;, the like we could not receive from the 
ENGLISH for what weeat we could not perſwade him 
whom we were withall ro take money for it, he ſaying 
that vve vvas ſtrangers, and Jeh»vah taught him to love 

ſtrangers : So on the 20 of the ſixt moneth 1657. vve vvere 

landed on the other ſide : and coming to YSandw:irch a tovvn in 
Plymouth Colony vye vvere gladly received by many, yet great 
vyas the ſtir, and noiſe of the tumultuous Citie, yea all in an 
uproar, bearing that vve vvyho vvere called by ſach a name as 
Quakers. vyas come into thoſe parts: A great fire vvas kindled, 

& the hearts of many did burn witbin them, ſo that in the hear 
thereof, ſome ſaid one thing, and ſome anorher ; but the moſt 
Part knew not what was the matter; yea ſo itis in truth, our 
God went before us, whoſe preſence, was and is vvich us, com- 
paſlizg of us, v+hoſe dread rook hold of them. fo that their 
hearts failed them tor tear of thoſe things which vvas com- 
ing upon them : So after vve had been at San: »:ch, ſome 
imai] time, vve paſſed to New #/zmozth, and being at the 
Ordinary there, Th»mas Southworth one of their Magiſtrates 
of that Town, with feveral of their Church- members came to 
USs 
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us, who a'rer along diſpute LS us to be gone, and on the 
morrow early was the under Marſhal ſet to keep us from going 
away, into whoſe hands we were committed Priſoners by T ho- 
mas Southworth, before whom with one John Alden a Magiſtrate 
in the next Town was we called the ſame day, who after exa- 
mination, from whence ve were, and why we came thither 2 
and ſuch like queſtions, which were anſwered, and they having 
nothing in jultice againſt us, yer required they of us to be gone 
out of their Colony, telling us, "they had an Order or Law 
that we ſhould not ſtay there, we required to ſee it, but they 
would not ſhew it us,telling us that we were at liberty,ſo we re- 
turned unto the Ordinary again; yet in the morning carly was 
the Conttable ſent by word of mouth from them to keep us 
from going to Sandwich. unto which place we told them che day 
before,we could not be free to paſs out of the Colony till we had 
been there, finding the Lords drawings; ſo thither again, as we 
were paſſing the Conſtable ſeized on us, and had us out of the 
bounds of P/imonth Town, towards iioad Iſlarvd fix miles as 
he was commanded, who leaving us, we ſoon turned to the 
place before mentioned, whither we came , ſome of the people 
being ſet againſt us , eſpecially the Teachers made an unrigh- 
reous complaint to the Goyernour Thomas Prince by Name, 
whoſe ear being open to the wicked ( but ſtopt to the cry of 
the juſt as may hereafter appear, by adding iniquity to op= 
preſlion} did cauſe us to be brought before him, who ſinding 
nothing againſt us, yer for being only called Quakers, did re- 
quire us to deparr, the which thing ſtanding in the will of God 
we could not do, and ſo did anſwer him , then he to anſwer the 
unrighteous complaints made againſt us, and falſe charges, as 
deceivers, 7c. whoſe great cry was, Help O Governour, help 
us againſt theſe Ouakers, that are now come amongſt us, and 
ſecure them and ſend them away from us, in anſwering to 
which cry he was nor ſparing to.uſe his power, by ſetting his.

manded a copie of the Warrant, a friend that ſtood by ſaid ir 
was 4 uſual thing to give a Copie of it, if required, was after- 
ward for ſo ſaying fined 10 ſhillings; when to Plymouth we 
were brought, where was then fitting the Magiſtrates hereaf- 
ter named, we ſtanding before them, the power of the Lord 
being over them, they ſaid little to us, only teld us of a Law 
that they had whereby we were not to ſtay in their Colony , we 
required to ſee it, thy anſwered, it was ſufficient that they 
ſaidic, and would not ſhew it to us; ſo after ſaying that they 
did beleeve that we did not know that they had ſuch a law, yet 
required us to depart, the which thing we could not do, they 
roceedcd to ſentence us, onen__ us if we came again , 
they would exerciſe the Law on us which is for Yagabonds : So 
they {till kept us Priſoners committing us+into the Conſtables 
hand, and wrote a Warranc,a true Copie is as follower :

The which Warrant was put in Execution by the under Mar- 
ſhaſon us, who did have us out of the Juriſdition vvhich vvas 
fry miles ro Road 11nd, fo he left us on the ſecond of the ſe- 
yench moneth, 1657.vve then going to it, and that none may 
queſtion the truch which is here in ſhort relaced, we ſhall be rea- 
dy to confirm it, who are true Witieſfes of it, whoſe Names are

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Thos by what. is here mentioned may plainly be feer How 
unchriſtian'Hike we were entertzined his being che truth of 
the dealing we have met with from a profeſſing peopte,(who 
once was perſecuted, but now are turned perſecutors ) per-= 
 ſecuting us for this cauſe only for ſeeking out and viſiting the 
ſeed of God, according to the will of our' heavenly Father , 
which is our delight ſo to doe, who alone is our peace and 
rength for ever. ; 
Again, Humphrey Norton a ſervant of God being by him 
moved togo and viſit his ſeed, in the aforementioned Patent 
of Phmeuth, and alſo/had drawings to-their Colony Courc, but 
before their ſitting was apprehended with a lying Warrant, 
ſuch as the ſame Governour uſed unto the reſt, calling us extra- 
vagant perſons, which after being brought priſoner to their 
Colony Town called P/ymearh, and kept ſeveral days Priſoner 
without L1timas: Or any other thing in that nature delivered 
unto him,he ſeeing thattheir intent was to continue him in thay 
kinde, until their Country and Court had been reduced, and 
he dealt withal underhand, ſent unto the Governour and: Ma- 
giſtrates after this manner : Seeing you have apprehended me 
publikely as an evil doer, and hath continued me contrary to 
Law, Equity; and good Conſcience. I requireof you a pub- 
like examination, andif found guilty, publikely puniſhed, if 
not, cleared : Which forthwith was done, and he brought be- 
fore them, and after a certain ſpace in Examination 'and Rea- 
ſoning, their Magiſtrates at that time being many of them mo- 
derate, which fince ſome hath withdrawn, and ethers hardned, 
as hereafter you will farther underſtand , but their Governor 
(to wit) Thomas Prince, like unto a mad Dog, ready to bite at 
every one that croffeth his way, told me,that I'could not prove 
by Scripture that that light which lighteth every one was” ſuf- 
ficient to ſalvation, and with all his firength ſtrove ts. carry 
itz ſo to manifeſt his blindneſs, and to ſatisfit the fimple, ſhew- 
cd him in expreſs words; Thar the grace of God that bringeth [al- 
vation had appeared unto all men, and Chriſt ſaid, bi grace is ſuf 
frient, this litele grain at*that time ſtopt the Lions mobeh';,} 
which when he could findenotranſpgreffion againſt him, cauſed 
Lottot onde Pak... 
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and ſentenced him PRE =: 4 in the like manner, and 
by the ſame man that they did the two before mention- 
ed, C. H. and # *. he having laid it to the conſcience 
of Thomas Prince, whether it were to do as he would be done 
unto, yea or nay; to give unto a ſtranger whoſe face he never 
ſaw, the name of an extravagant perſon, and put the proof up- 
on him, and asked him it he were not once a ſtranger in 
that land himſelf, and how he would have taken it, if onehad 
told him that he had been an extrayagant perſon , ſo after his 
departure, they inventcd ſeveral lyes againſt him, and entred 
them upon their lying Record, as hereafter you will jurther 
underſtand. | | 

At thac ſame time and againſt that ſame Court,it being abour 
the beginning of the eighth Moneth (57) ſummoned they 
Ralph Allin, with William Newland,( Inbabicants in Sandwitch) 
men fearing God, and of a good report, to appear at P/ymouth, 
to ſerve on a Jury, {which was 20 miles diſtant from them 'and 
.not being unwilling to find cauſe of crime againſt Ralph Allty, 
they ſummoned him to ſerve on the high and petty Juries ar 
one and the ſelf ſame time; ſo that hereafcer you will with 
me find out theend of this Enmity ; ſuch was their Innocen- 
cy, that in obedience co their Order they went, and manifeſt- 
ed their willingneſs to ſerve their Countrey, ſo that rhey might 
do it without ſwearing, (which for conſcience ſake they could 
not ) but the Governour would not,except they would (wear, 
and break the do&rine of Chriſt, which they refuſing was diſ- 
miſled, after requiring then farther to attend the Court, for 
this ſee how this unrighteous Ruler ſerved them , I cannot. 
compare it better then like unto a malicious Dame calling in 
her Dog, he having done then no harm, concludes ir is to din- 
ner, but having not formerly done her will, forthwith” takes 
him and hangs him ; or at leaſt delivers-him up to one ap- 
pointed to that end. For they being called again the ſecond 
zime, were. accuſed for keeping diſorderly meetings in their 
houſes, which was-not mentioned unto them ar firſt, alchough 
thereunto none but their neigbbours and Friends did repair 
I apon God, ſaving ſuch as they 'ſent to diſturbe them ,: 
2 0 9th ENSEaCOet 10g nga FOG, both perſons and: 
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places where ſo they did, as $a "Wh you will further under- 
ſtand, for which cheſe men were there fined and required co 
finde Surecies for the good behaviour, ( upon the penalty of 
80 /. ) for fix months, which they refuſing , it being a thing 
tending to the worſhip of God, and the wronging of their 
conſcieices, and granted in the Inſtrument of Government, 
(a priviledg of greac price, and higher value then to be parted 
from upon ſuch baſe rerms) yea ſuch was the Nobilitie of thoſe 

6.men, that they choſe rather ro ſuffer then to be ſcared, or 
ived of it ; for which they were committed to the chief 
Marſhal, where they were continued, berwixt 20 and 30 miles 
from cheir wives and ſmall children, they having many, with 
relations and occaſions, and upon great charge and expence, 
they being ſencenced by the Governour, to pay five ſhillings 
at their commitment, and five ſhillings at their releaſemenc, 
and five ſhillings every day whilſt they were there continued; 
which was until the firſc Month 758} and longer by his Order 
before the middle of which time, they were proffered by the 
Mapiſcrates, if chey would neither receive nor hear the Quakers 
(as they call them) they ſhould be forthwith releaſed, which 
they not entring into Covenant to the denial of Chriſt and 
his Meſſengers, were continued near five months priſoners, the 
fine alſo rhey levied, taking from Wilizm Newland one heifer, 
valued by them art 27 ſhillings, but was better then thirtie 
ſhillings, che other having been wickedly fined formerly , and 
overplus taken, which they detained; therefore judge ye, if 
they intended theſe men for Jury men. Reader thou mayeſt 
underſtand, chat their Marſhal was a modergce max, and fand- 
ing in his priſoners the lice, referred himſelf unto them , they 
having teſtified againſt che Governors Order, yet ſatisfied they 
him according to content, being neigher free nor willing, to 
eat his bread for nothing. 

Again in the eleventh month (57) two of the perſecuted 
people, called 1/:{raw Brend, and Fon Copeland, coming to @ 
Plancation (in che aforeſaid Patent) called Scituate, being re- 
cerved there by one [ames Cndworth , who was then one of 
their Magiſtracs, and alſo one of their Captains, but he being 
one then that could nox perſecute , they quickly put him w 
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of place, which whileſt they: Ol in the Winter ſeaſon } 
there came one witha Warrant ( which he had fetched ſeveral 
miles in-a cold night) from i-/fah ſlow, fo had envie filled 
their hearcs, thzt he with others baled them forth of the houſe; 
and with them a woman-Friend Sarah Gibbins by name, not 
regarding the ſeaſon, although there was then two Magiſtrates 
in the Town, the one of which was a grave, old, ſober man , 
_ andof a tender conſcience, called/T imothy Harherly, who when 
he ſaw it, ſaid that Maſter Ewvs: had procured that, and gat 
another unto the Strangers by way of protetion, and delives 
ed them at that timeout of the hands of the wicked, and kept 
himſelfalſo from innocent bfood, which Order followeth in 
this manner : Zheſcare therefoze tb any that may interrupt 
theſe two men in their paſsage, that you let them paſs quietly 
on their way, they offering na w2ong to any :

This ſame old man after the ſigning of a Warrant for the 
commitment of W:/l:az» New/arad, and Ralph Alliv, ( which I 
am ſatisfied he would not have done, but that their Governonr 


being a wretched man overpoured him) vvas taken fick, and as 
I am informed nigh unto death in vyhich time he did declare , 
That there was nothing that lay ſo hard upon his ſpirit- that 
ever he had done as that did, and were it to do again, ſaid ir 
ſhould not by him be done, which manifeſtly fince hath made it 
appear, having deſerted their Court, and alſo ſeeing their pro- 
ceediags ſo corrupt and cruel, to fit, m—_ they beſought ir

notwithſtanding higgndeavouring: to prote& them, and there-

vvhereupon John Copeland laid it before them , Whether by 
the Lavy of Equity (for ſo ſaying) he deſerved not theſame 
thing?But Equity cannotenter vvhere Truth 1s not in place; 
yea, of-both the eye andear of Equity, they are blind and 
deaf, yea, evenſo deaf as thoſe vvho vvill not hear. 

Thus Reader thou may ſee hovv far the Account of Cru- 
elty is given, this beinga true Relation , though far ſhort of 
vvyhat they have done, as you vvill ſee by their Lavv, and

whicher weret above twenty friends who did 8ccompany us,

after a frivolous examination,and-falſe accuſations caſt onus by

I was ſerved to the eighth 'moneth Court 57. by two war-' 
rants, one to ſerveon the Jury berwixt parcy and party ,' and 
che other to anſwer co ſomething againſt me , but had not li- 
berty to ſee the warrant; tothe firſt was called, I profered 
to ſerye on the Jury, bur refuſed to ſwear, tor which 1 was fi- 
ned ten ſhillings, for the other warrantI had laid to my charg- 
for perſwading the Officet to give Chriftopher Holder and Jobs 
Copeland, copy of his Warrant, for which I was fined ten ſhil- 
lingsz and fora meeting I had in my houſe I was to finde ſure- 
ties for the good behavior in eighty pounds I and my ſareties tilk 
Tune Court , which I refuſed todo, I was committed to the 
Marſhal, where I was kept prifoner till che firft monech Court 
1658. where I was releaſed by the Governor , paying fees 
fve ſhillings for committing and releaſing , and half crown a 
day, which came co about eighteen pounds, which [ refuſed to 
pay ; but the Marſhal was content with iis pounds for my 
dier, which I was content to g.ve, not having made any agree- 
ment for it. Sincein the latter end of the moneth called July 
came one George Barlee, a pretended officer, to apprehend qua- 
kers ,and inthe night after we were in bed, entered my houſe 
without light or any with him (in the manner of a robber)

Jaws as ſhall be made, pretending them to be good and whole- 
ſome,though evil and diſtruRive, which we are witneſſes of; the 
which oath we refuſing to take, declaring that we could not 
ſwear at all, they have fined us five pounds a court, and to ap- 
pear every General Courc, which is three times in a year, which 
1s as they ſay afreen pounds ayear for refuſing to ſwear, and for 
the executing their cruelty, Job» Alder their treaſurer ( who is 
noyvv filling up the meaſure of that wicked treaſury) hath ſent 
the Marſhal Samuel Naſh, vvho hath taken George Barle the 
other Marſhal with him, and hath done as followeth 

Firſt; being ſent by John Alden, they came tous, and de- 
manded a fine of ten pounds for refuſing to take the oath, but 
we knovving the unjuſt end of their aRtings , had not much'to 
anſyver, onely declared againſt ic; ſo they coming to our ſe- 
_ veral habitations ſtrained upon the beſt of our cattle, and com- 
ing to Edward Perries yard where his cattel were, he not ſatis- 
yang of their wills, but declaring his innocency in ſuffering , 
they being at work for him who is the prince of darkneſs, the 
- Fruits of the works of darkneſs was by them brought forth, for 
they having marked for the ten pounds, two Cows, and two 
 Hiefers, and weat to mars more, a neighbor ſtanding by ask- 
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ed them how many they SLAP to mark ? they anſwered 
two Cows beſides the Heifers , he anſwered, they had marked 
ſo many already,and ſhewed them rhe cartle; yer-notwithſtand- 
ing they marked another Covy; alſo at that 'rime took, a Cow 
of the ſame mans vyhich vvas in his yard, and marked for. a- 
nother man; alſo marked other menscattle to anſwer the fine 
charged upon him, ſo they marked for the ten pounds fine,three 
Cows and tyvo;Heifers vvorth fixteen pound; after this;-being 
ſummoned to another Court ,-xhe Governor T homas Prmee, 
demanded of us the raking of the oath vve: formerly refuſed, 
vvho precended (ſeeing vve ſaid vve could nor fvvear) if vve 
vvould be bound body and goods to be true ,- as before is ſaid, 
the vvhich "alſo vye refuſed;; one anſvvering ſaid, He yvould 
bind' himſelf by promiſe to' be fairhful to:the Seate, Thomas 
Prince atiſvvered, in'a deriding manner; ſaid, you cannot'pro- 
miſe, you cannot make a promiſe ; he anſvvered yea, I can 
- promiſe againſt evil ; the other ftill anſyvered in derifion ; fo 
they fined us five pounds a peice more that Court; and not long 
after the Courr , the Marfhallicamefor: the cattle-which they 
had formerly marked, 'and-alſo for'the laſt five pounds;and com- 
ing to Edward Perry detnanded the laſt fine , his: anſvver being 
much as the former , the Marſhall went'from him to-the reſtof 
| his company, and he having brought his cattle out of the woods 
1nt6 his field,” and having'a fat Cow amongſt them to-kill,, alſo 
__ having a man co beſp-hiin/went about it, the Marſhals and their 
company being in che-field ralking rogether and he that help- 
_ ed him driving the Cow to the place where ſhewas killed; one 
_ of the Marſhals asked him whoſe Cow that was? he anſvvered, 
What if ir be mine? ſo no more-words being ſpoken, he 
' brooght the Cow to the. place, and vvhen vve were ready to 
knock her down ; one*that helped the Marſhal to drive the 
cattle', came in haſt both in body and ſpirit , and ſaid, do not 
- kill that Cow ; we asked him whether he were the Marſhal, al- 
| ſo whether he had-any order to take the Cow, and required to 
ſeean order ; whereupon came George Barloe one of the Mar- 
' ſhals, he was uk6d ehertier he had any order}, and required if 
| he had to ſhew it; bur he faid he had not , but the other Mar- 
| ſhal had was abſent; ſo we ſeeing no order we killed the Cow ; 
an 
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#nd afcer wehad illed her}, the other Marſhal came, of whom, 
an order was demanded if he had any, bat he would thew none 
8though ir was required that beforethey took any cattle our of 
the field ro ſee their order, but none they would ſhew, bur not - 
withſtanding drive away two Cows for the laſt Give pounds fine; 
and ſo great is their rage that for that vvhich was killed, they 
zequired another as good of him that helped to kill her, becauſe 
be knocked her down, and ſince Jobn,Aldes bach ſent a warranc 
or mirtimus without examinazjon to,,the Conſtable to take his 
body, and to carry himito. Phmouth , and deliver him to the 
Marſhall, there co be kept till the firſt moneth 59. this being 
in the ninth moneth 58, ſo he was had before John Alden and 
William Collier, who hath bound him to let them have as good a 
'Covv, andto anſwer it at the next,Court, though. it was plain- 
1y declared by Eipard Parry to John Alden , .that if he had 
-voghr again any man, ic muſt beapainit him , for he thar 
helped was as his ſervant and did it by his order; vyhich thing 
he made light of, and fince hath ſent the Marſhall , who hath 
ſeized upon oneof his Cows:, ,ſo that for that five pound from 
Edward Perry they bave taken three Corys , which are worth 
*elever pounds; Behold what a violent cruſh thisis , to take 4- 
waytwenty ſeven pounds for fifteen pounds/is this to deliver the 
. Innocentand help the needy 2? ſurely the proverb that Wiſdom 
ſpake is true, which ſaith; As a roaring, Lyon, and a raging 
Bear, ' ſo.is wicked Ruler toa pogr.people; Allo taken from 
Robert 'Haryer two young-Oxen and one; Heifer for ten pounds 
fine, worth thirteen pounds; and marked from Ralph Alrn in 
cattie,cleven poundsten ſhillings for ten pounds fine, and from 
Themas Greenfeild is taken two Cows ; and from Richard Xer- 
by for the whole fifteen pounds fine, they have taken four Cows,

Ewcr allo refuſing to take the oath, -they ftopr ſeven pounds in

Peter Gaunt a man of great age, and an inhabitant in that

Plantation, called Southo-d, belonging ro New-havens Juriſ- 
diction, was that evening forthwith sppreÞended, ani not ſo 
mach as-once acked what vvay be travelled, bur committed to 
the Marſhal; and by water conveyed to New-haven, where afrer 
a frivolous t xaminarion, having nothing fuitly againft bim, 
was caſt into Priſon, and laid upon him a great weight of I-

in the ewelfch monech 16-7. 1 hey continued him 26 days in

my Salvation to the ends of the earth, to a; many as beleeve in him, 
we bcleeve in him, and are in theends of theearth, and there- 
foreare ſaved by him, to which he obje&ed nothing, fo after 
ſome words the day being ſpent, one of their Magiſtrates read 
us their Law, that we vvere not to ſtay in their Colonie : Thus 
may all ſee how theſe four uniced Colonies, | as ,they are called, 
have agreed to baniſh Chriſt out of cheir coaſts bya Law , O 
whata brotherhood is this, that thus uſeth the friends of God :

burning, and otherwiſe mangling their bodies ! but it is that

kzow not the Father nor me , yet amongſt all the Colonies found 

we not the like moderation as in this, moſt of the Magiſtrates 
being more noble, then thoſe of the other Color.ies; after ſome 

dayes ſtay, wedeparted from that Town towards Road-1ſland, 

and by this thou mayeſt ſee what husks the Priefts of New- 

England feeds their Flocks with : Thus in ſhort have I given 

thee an account of ſome of the DoErines of one of the higheſt

BY there, I was moved to 
99 inco other parcs of the land, where-I' met with the moſt 
loachſome hypocriſie , and abominable deceit that ever I ſaw 
or heard of, and that committed by thoſe who pretend them- - 
ſelves to be no leſs chen members of the Church of Chriſt; but 
how diſagreeable their praQices are, to the ſpirit of him whom 
they profels , ii chou art one who haſt taſted of it, thou wilt 
eatily judge ; and [ can truely ſay that under this pretence of 
theirs, almo{t all manner of wickednels is covered, pride, glut- 
tony, envy, deceirful dealings (as vvitneſs many ot their cre- 
ditors, the Merchants upon the Exchange in London and elſe- 
where ; who for it hath often cryed out againſt ic ) bloodſhed, 
luſt, and whac elſe mizhe be mentioned; and ſuch hypocriſie 
havel ſeen amongſt the higheſt members of their chiefeit Chur- 
ches,- that I have ſometimes ſaid within my ſelf, ' A man chat 
hath a eovetous and deceitful rotten hearc, lying lips which a- 
bound among them, & a ſmooch fawning flactering rongue and 
ſhorc hair, and a deadly enmity apainit thoſe char are called 
Quakers and others that oppoſe their wayes, ſuch a hypocrite 
isa fit man tobe a member of any New England Church, a 
plain demenſtration of which chou maiſt ſee in their character 
of cheir Religion written in blood, wherein all is not written 
that they have done, and we have ſuffered by them , bat che 
chiefeſt heads are gathered together, and preſented co publike - 
view, that the imple may betnformed, and their cruelty and 
oppreſſion laid open co the honett hearced , and God glorified 
who hath counted us worthy to ſuffer for his names lake, for 
whole ſake we have ben accounted as ſheep ſor the ſlaughter, 
and killed all che day long by the Butchers, fo thar if thou 
ſhould ask me who vvere the chief upholders' of their Church 
and Religion, I ſhoald anſwer, their Goalor, Hangman, Gover- 
nor, and Deputy-Governor, and not their: Paſtor and Teach=-

On the laſt day of the ſixt Moneth 1657. they wickedly and 

ſhameleſly began to execute this Law on an innocent #nd 
harmleſs woman, as plainly appears by the enſuing lines. 
, ary Clark a modeſt and an innocent woman, who feared 
God with all her houſhold, lefc her husband and family, to go 
on the Lords errand to the town of Boſton in New-England , 
the burden of his word lying ſo ſore upon her, that ſhe regard- 
ed not what ſufferings ſhe ſuſtained, ſo that according to his 
will , ſhe was diſcharged from under ic, who repairing thi- 
therwards to do the will of him that ſent her ;, About the 29 of 
the fixt moneth 1 6 5 7. was betrayed by Judas the ſon of per- 
dition, a Member of their Church, who informed them of her 
coming , who ſhortly after apprehended her, delivering her 
over-to the Tormentors, impowring them barbaroufly to 
abuſe her body , with abont twenty mercileſs ſtripes , with 
a threefold cord , which being unfolded amounts to fixty, 
ſuch being the Seals of their curſed Covenant, and one of the 
Articles of their Faith; Alſo to add unto her ſufferings, and 
to make the cup more cruel , they continued her in priſon 
above 12. weeks ; all which ſhe did patiencly bear', not re- 
garding the coldneſs of the ſeaſon, her innocency preaching 
condemnation to her adverſaries, and for her faithfulneſs here- 
in, the Lord God is her reward. 

Again two of the Servants of God being moved by him to 
. £0 to Salem, a town in Boo Colonie, to ſeck the Son of peace, 
who ſuffered in many for want of Information, where the 
crue path lies that leads to his dwelling place ; theſe two Pil- 
 grims having obtained mercy from God, and being baptized 
1nto his Coyehant, Chriſt Jeſus preached freely unto them the 
things that they had ſeen and heard, and their hands had hand- 
led, which as an engrafced word took place in them, ſuch as 
never 
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neyer can be rooted out, (0 bs their hearers in ſhort time 
becarte their ſellow ſufferers, as hereafter you will underſtand ; 
Satan finding that his head was hurt, ſet forth his Prieſts and 
Rulers, with cheir Officers to purſue theſe Meſſengers of the 
Meſfſias, who accordingly fell upon one of them wich his cruel 
hands in bis Synagogue, itopping of his month with gloves, and 
haling him by his hair, and ſo thruſt chem out, thenſjan Officer 
rook them and continued them Priſoners untill the next day ; 
then had he them to Boſton priſon, it being the 21 of the ſe- 
venth monerh 165 7. and on the morrow the deputy Gover- 
nouc Richard Bellingham and the Secretary, with the Elder and 
Deacon of that Fown, came to the Goalors houſe, who ſent 
for us apart, and examined us apart, thinking to entangle us in 
our words, and find us in contradictions, bur we abiding in the 
truth, which is bur one, ſpake one thing, ſo thatthey had no 
advantage againſt us, neither could take hold of any thing we 
had ſpoken, bur ſaid our anſwers were delufive , and that the 
Devil had taught us a Yeal of ſubtilty ; ſo we were put in pri- 
ſon again, and ſome hours after we were called forth again,and 
was had before the Governour Job» Tsdicor, with the Deputy 
Governor,and the reſt of the Governors of the united Colo- 
nies as they call them, and ſevral other people, who after a fri- 
volous examination, madea Warrant that we ſhould be ſevere- 
ly whipt with 30 ſtripes a peece (which was cruelly done on 
the 23 of the ſeventh moneth, 1657. with a threefold cord, 
which if unfolded amounts ta nineſcore) which being ſo cruel 
(as itis ſaid) one woman ſeeing felldown as dead, and kept 
cloſe that none-might diſcourſe with us, and three days the 
Goalor not ſuffering us to have any food, nor yer water, 
yet a priſoner upon compaſlion, conveying ſome water once 
unto us, was much threatned by the Goalor , and all this for 
no tranſgreſſion, not ſo much as denying to work, neither 
conld we according to their wills, ſo adding to this, nine 
weeks cruel bonds , withour fire all the cold ſeaſon, turning 
us forth , when ſo they had done, this being the ſecond Ar- 
ticle of their faith ſealed up to purpoſe. Es

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Alſo one Caſſandra Sonthick , with her: Hucband, a prave 
: couple, were apprehended by their Officer, and brought” un- 
to Boſton, for che entertaining the two forementioned ſtran- 
gers, her husband being a Member of their corrupe body, 
which they call cheir Church, they returned back again thar he 
might receive the defilement thereof, ſhe being as a ſcape-poar 
from tire ſcattered Tribes, chey continued her ſeven weeks in 
Priſon, fining her fortie ſhillings {or owning a Paper, which 
was given forth by the Spirit of rruch in theſe its Meſſengers, 
for wbich the Governor aid, they deſerved death ( ſuch was his 
cruelty) alchough the rhing held forth nothing bur what thew- 
ed how their Prieſts and Rulers differed from the holy wen of 
God of old, yet if he had not been limited from the exrenc of 
his wickedneſs, he had ſenrenced them unto death, ſuch a one is 
the third Article of their faith. 

Aiſo Ri bard Dewaney an innocent man, ſerving the Lord, in 
the fincericy of his heart, having a neceſlity laid upon him to 
g0 to Boſton, which in the ſimplicicy of is heart he did, ha- 
ving never been in that Town nor Country before, in the way 
wss apprehended ; it ſeems the wicked betrayed him by his 
ſpeech, and judged him to de a Diſciple, which he Peter-like 
could not deny, ſo forthwith was carried after bis Saviour 
before the Rulers, they having not againſt him the lealt clauſe 
or pretence of tranſgreſſion,ſentenced him to be ſeverely whips 
with thirty ſtripes, which was done unmercifully with che cord 
of their Covenant threefold , amounting ro- ninety, giving 
charge alſo to keep h'm conſtantly ro work, and cauſed him 
to be ſearched for Papers and Books, and took from bim

Again the forementioned couple ( Laurence Sonuthick vvith his 
vvife,and their ſon) vvere apprehended, and pur in Beffon pri- 
ſon on the third of the tyvelfth moneth, 1 6 5 7. receiving the 
infliction of their vvhipping, they themſelves not knovving any 
Juſt eauſe or layv they had for their fo doing, as it appears by 
their turning chem forth in ſo ſhort a ſpace, yet prohibited them 
from ſtaying above one hour in any acquaintances houſe, al- 
though they vvere inhabitants in the ſame juriſdiction, and had 
lived many years in the Tovvn of Salem, being people vvell 
knovvn amongſt them, of honeſt and good report. 
_ Alſo one William HMaftor, an antient man, an Inhabitant in

theirs brought much trouble upon my wife, andir lay, heavy 
upon me, that I ſhould be fo bereaved of my children, and they 
be kept in ſlavery to ſuch an inhumane and unreaſonable gene- 
ration, to whom neither I nor mine had done no wrong, nei- 
ther did they accuſe me with the breach of any Law of theirs, 
ſo that hadit been my ſelf alone that had been to bear their 
unreaſonable ſtroak, I cannot ſay but chat had been ſtill cheir 
Nave, fo I deſired counſel of the Lord what to doin it, and 
found freedome to depart from thence, their arm of cruelty was

It came to paſs that on the fifteen of the fourth month, 1658, 
that I with tvvo other friends ſet forth from Road-Jland to- 
wards Boſton juriſdition, and on the ſeventeenth day of the 
ſame I came to Boſton, and being moved co their meeting 
houſe, thereI came and ſtood quietly until the Prieſt had done 
ſpeaking, then I ſpake to the people theſe words , The Dread- 
ful terrible day of the Lord God of heaven and earth is coming - 
upon the inhabitants of this Town anU Covntry ; then was I 
pulled out by two men, and ſoon a man came and put his band 
upon my mouth that I ſhould not ſpeak , and another took me 
by the hair of my head , but when they let me gol ſpake to the 
' people again, that thty took heed how they joyn with oppreſ- 
ſorsand cruel men , for the Lord God was riſen and their co- 
yerings were found to narrow , for their nakedneſs did appear 
unto all them that feared God, then they carried me to priſon, 
& after a while had me before theGovernor,where was the De- 
puty- Governor, with ſeveral Magiſtrates and many people, and 
coming into the room wherethe Governor was; he asked me 
it 'I.knew defore whom TI was come, I told him yea , John Indi- 

\ cor, why do-you not putoff your hat? Thomas Harris, 1 do not 
keep it on in contempt of authoricy, bat in obedience to the 
Lord, ſo-one pulledoff my hat, then the Deputy Governor 
bid the Marſhal bring a pair of ſhears to cut off my hair, I told 
him it was againſt my deſireif he did , but he mighr do whar he 
was permitted, the iyerac? asked from whence came? The. 
Harris, from Providence. Jobn 1ndicot , from whence there? 
T ho, Harris from Road ang lon Inaicot, what were yy nn 
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that came. with you? Tho. Harrvlt is like I ſhall not tell thee: 
Gover. I will uk 


roul give me; then after a' vvhile he called me dovyn to be 
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cept I vyould yvork ( a5 he. ſaid), but atthe end of fivedays I 


had 
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had food conveyed to mein at a vvindovy by a friend in'the 
night ſeaſon , or otherways by probability I kad been ſtarved 
to death, and in the five daysa priſoner conveyed mein a lit- 
' tle water, for which they rhreatned him, and vet the ſame day 
that I was whipt, the Gaolot came to me, and told-me that I 
had ſuffered what the [aw required, andif I would hire the 
Marſhal to convey me out of their juriſdiction, I might be 
one when | would. Anſw, If the doors be ſet open JT know no 
other but ] ſhall paſs, but to hire a guard that J cannot , ſo'on 
the ſixc day before the {txt hour in che morning , the Gaolox 
becauſe I could not go to work at his will, laid on me twenty 
two blows with a pitch rope, notwithſtanding he had told me 
that I had ſuffered what the law required before, andon the 
ninteenth of the fifth moneth 1658, brought me again to the . 
poſt with ſeveral brethren more, where J received fifteen cruel 
{tripes, as hereafter you will further underſtand, 

Againe William Brend, and William Leddra , who was the 
two which accompanied the before-mentioned Thomas Har 
76 into Boſton Pattent 3 having drawings unto Salem,where 
they were received , and had ſeveral Meetings , with other 
Service which they did for God in that Colony; but conſen= 
rin+ tothe Simplicity in a plain man, for his ſatisfa&ion 
yee\ded co meet with ther Miniſter ſo called » (Proviſs)'thar 
chey might not Leinſnarcy, knowingtheir Law 3 which as 
granted unto them by way of promiſe: which when the 
{aid Miniſter came,brougut a Magiſtrate with him, who after 

conference togeeher, to cover the condition upon which 
the Strangers met them, they ſuffered them to paſs away, , 
but before they were gone half a mile, the Magiſtrate called 
Capt. Gariþ by name, purltued them, and forthwith ApPres. 
hended:them, and caulearhem tobe carried back to Silem, 
and being broughitotheir Court there held; by their owne 
confefling, they found nothing chat was evill in chem, yet 
they {aid they had a Law againſt ſuch a people, as we owned 
our ſelves to be.accorcing to that law, they ſencus to the houſe 
of correction, but being ſtayed that night and the day tollow- 
ing in that place, they call to queltion ſeveral of our friends 
for meeting wich us, fix. of which: they tenc co Boſton priſou 28 
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that ſame time, althoagh inhabitants of. the ſame Towns , of 
which was Law rence Southwick and Caſſanara his wife (though 
aged and of an;honeft report ) andalſo their ſon Joſiah South- 
wick ( whom n the twelfth moneth 1657. they abuſed by 
whipping; this now being the third time of their impriſon- 
menc with ſtripes) the other three was Samxe! Shatrock , Joſhua 
Buffum and Samne! Gaskin, before our departure from Salew 
the Lord gathered us together, and we had a meeting ot friends 
who paſſed ſome part of the way with us, after which giving up 
our ſelves toGod by prayer & ſupplication, we were brought co 
Boſton about the ſixth hour in the evening of che 2.0f the fifth 
month 1658. being the ſixth day of the week', where through 
the malice of the keeper, we were ſeparated into ſeveral rooms, 
oneof which the Gaolor had provided on purpoſe for us (as he 
faid,to make us bow to the law ) he having ſtopt the windows 
thar he left nota hole for convenient air, neither would he ſuf- 
fer any to come at us, but ſtopt all way of conveyances, as well 
as common aire and diet; neither would he ſuffer us to have 
victuals for our money, but ſometimes he brought a few pot- 
tage and 2 piece of bread, and we would have given him mo- 
ney for it, but he ſaid he would have nothing but work for ic, 
but we not being ignorant of his ſubtiiry refuſed that which he 
broughe (which was very little) and threatening us, ſaid, if we 
dideat it he would make us work for it; ſo he kept us lockt up 
got ſuffering any food to come at us till the fourth day of the 
week following, but the ſecond day before he called us down to 
be whipt, where we two with four of thoſe that came with vs, 
ro wit, 5 awmuel Shatteck , Joſbua Buſſum and Samnel Gaskzn , 
with Caſſandra: Southwi:h_ received ten ſtripes apiece; the 0+ 
ther two, to wit, Lawrence Soxthwick and Joſiah his ſon was re- 
ſerved for their ears ( accorditig to the laſt clauſe of their ad- 
ditional law which before is written as thou may read ) after 
which being lockt up again according to his cuſtom , he told us 
we wereclear paying our fees, and hiring a Marſhal to con- 
vey us, which in conſcience we could not do, and ſo continued 
upon the third day following , early in the morning he put 
William Brend into irons, pretending for his not working, one 
of each thigh,and another abour his neck, and lockt them alto- 
gether 
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gether with a horſe lock, thac there was no mF$re room betwixt 
the irons then the lock allowzd, theſe irons was upon him ſixteen 
hours as the Gaolor confefled the next day in the morning, he 
came again in the ſame manner, asking if he had occaſion to go. 
down, and coming into a lower reom where the mill ſtood; he 
haled me towards it,and bid me go to work; which refuſing for 
conſcience ſake, he took a picch rope out of his pocket about 
an inch thick and laid upon me (as he ſaid) as hard-as he could 
upon my back and armes untill his rope uatwiſted,it was ſaid by 
the priſoners about twenty blows, ſo that with them my armes 
were ſwelled, being whipt buc rwo dayes before,and being lockt 
upin the room again , the ſame day he came with another rope 
-about the ſame bigneſs but ſtronger , and haled me down into 
the lower room again, and bid me work, which I could nor do 
for all the worid,and began to lay on me with his rope again,8 
- ike an unreaſonable man vvithout compaſlion laid ninty ſeven 
blovrs more 0n me as hard as he could, andif his ſtrength and 
rope had not failed he had laid on more, and ſo at his going a- 
vyay threatned to give meas many more the next morning ; 
and alſo the friend that vvas vvith me, ſo helockt usup in the 
room ; again, but having been kept from food about five days, 
and the body being weakened both for want of air and dier, 
the fleſh and blood mixed together with the blows, ſo that ſoon 
after it was laid down upon the boards, the natural firength 
being much ſpent, and the life over powred, ic was near de- 
parting from him , ſo, that the cry aroſe and fear poſſeſt the 
hypocrites and guilt the mu;derer, ſo that the priſon doors 
was ſet open, and ali mcans uſed by themſelves to fave life if 
poſſible; but by the power of Jeſus was he raiſed np contrary and: 
beyond their expeRation, the Governor ſent his ſon: & Chyrur=- 
gian to ſee what might be done ,, great fear being fallen upon 
them, but no uſe was made of chem and leaft they. themſelves 
ſhoutd be called jn queltion , they caft che ching upon their 
keeper, andalchough a men. ber of their body, their intent was 
if danger he ſhould ſuffer irit , the generallity being: much af= 
feted wich it, would notbe ſatisfied till they dealt with their 
brother the keeper for.it, for which end the Governor publiſh- 
ed a fooliſh paper, whereby to blind che eyes of the fimple, ſay- 
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. -ing they would des! with him at their Court ; but their chief 
Prieſt Jobu Nortos taking part with their Judas, and juſtified 
him therein, ſaying that Wiliam Brend indeavored to beat their 
Goſpel Ordinances black and blew ; and if he was beaten 
black and blew, it was juſt upon him, and if they called the 
Caolor in queſtion for it, he would appear on his behalf (Mark) 
if this Goſpel of theirs were but a figure, and bring this Pa- 
ſtor to his parzble, and the by-word uſed amongſt the people, 
True blew will nic ft, but this Geſpel of theirs being neither 
ſubſtance nor figure,ic will aiter its die in to any colour:verily I 
obſerved it, the Prieſts belonging to that office,as was the black- 
neſs of darkneſs that was over it, ſo was the habit and cover- 
ing they were clad with all , and as the grey of the morning 
appeared, ſo changed they their coats : Firſt, the black Mo- 
narchy from the Biſhop to the pooreſt Sir Jeb, that he licenced, 
ſet ſorth all black; as theſe removed , then the greys appeared 
the mingled pendant, and the outfide waſhing Anabaptiſt, thus 
is the black and blew Goſpel beaten with every blow that God 
gives unto the Kingdom of the devil, and reſt he will nor untill 
he have made the black white, and the- darkneſs light before 
him, and thus of a truth Þ will ſeal with my heart, that every 
peoples condition is according to their colour ; therefore let 
John Norten, and all New England take heed of that Goſpel 
that can be beaten black and blew,for the colour of the coat of 
Chriſt is fair and beauritul and changes nor. 
”» Again, it came to paſs that for (ix or ſeven days, a death or a 
cruel ſuffering about Boſton followed Humphry Norton, the 
ſenſe of which with the ſtrength of the emnicy apainlit the 
righteous ſeed with weight of the burden, then upon him,took 
from him the now iſhment and comfort tha? is in the creatures, 
and alſo the refreſhment that ariſech from ſteep, and reli, laying 
his load (having freedom fo to do ) before his beloved brother 
John Regis, an heir with him of the ſame promiſe , and a ſifferer 
with him for the ſame feed, who willingly cook icupon him to 
draiv with'me in the ſame yoak ; being ſenſible of the necetſi- 
ties of our repairing thicher, to bear our parcs with the priſon- 
ers of hope, which at that time tood bound for the reſtimony- 
_ of Jetns;, the Word of God, which aiter our travel day __ 
| night 
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night-to accompliſh, we'came into Boſton the very day follows 
.ing.that Wiliam Brend had been laid as one dead with blovys, 
and the firſt relation we had was concerning him, and how they 
vvas laboring to ſave his life; aninhabitant of the Town ſeeing 
us, being a ſober man and not addicted to blood, like the reft, 
underſtanding what we were,told Humphrey Norton, he had been 
expected certain moneths, and. wiſhed him it he loved' his life 
to depart, .or otherwiſe he was- a-dead man; but ſuch was the 
neceſlity, that if all that Town had been his;and he wauld have 
given ir me to depart thence, we could not, for the people lay 
upon us, the ſeed lay upon us, and the ſuffering for which we 
were appointed vyith the ſouls of the people; ſuch vvas our 
load, thac belide-him that laid it upon us', vvho alſo eook it 
from us,no fleſh nor place could eaſe us,,..vvho according to his. 
vvill, and in the manner follovvizg led us into ir, and through 
it, it being their leture day, fo called, and alſo the market for 
rhe Country; after the time of their meeting, thither vve re- 
paired after the hearing of the vvoſul, ſacrifice of the dead, 
 vyhere the earch ſpake, and the grave uttered her. voice, and 
. death fed death through the painted Sepulehre John Norton, and 
the ſeed in ſorrovy mourned and ſuffered under it; after the cons 
cluſion of this, Hnmphery Nerten itood up and ſaid, verily this 
is the ſacrifice vvhich the Lord God accepts not , for vvhileſt 
vvith the ſame ſpirit , that you lin you preach, and pray and 
ſing, that ſacrifice is abomination, ſuch vyas thrir order, that 
before half of the vvords vvere utteredhe vvas haled dovvn, 
yet uttered vvere they all before they got him forth , that ſame 
day in the heat of their ſury , they called bim vvith John Koas 
before them in the ſame place, for vvhich vverds Hamphrey 
Norton (after a-long and frivousexamination') vvas charged 
vvith blaſphemy, in vvhich time vve required of them either to 
a& according to the Lavy of God, or vvholeſome lavy of the 
Engliſh Nation and ſpareus not; neither of which they would 
come nigh, whereupon we required of them an appeal, and free- 
ly would refer our cauſe to the chief Magiſtrate , or whom he 
pleaſed to appoint, this. we did once and again , whereby to 
leave chem without excuſe, this they ſlighted and diſregarded 
the Governor and Deputy with on conſent, ſaying, no wp 
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pealing to Znglavd, no appealing to E»g/and,with other words 
of deriſion,who forthwith after this ſentenced ns unto whiping, 
. ſuch is the.confuſion of their Law, that although their charge 
was blaſphemy, yet they ſentenced us for another thing , alſo 
tempting John Rous with flattering words ſeeking to inſnare 
him, which heſleighting and diſregarding, favouring the ſpirir, 
- and knowing the malice and cruel wickedneſs they had uſed t6- 
wards others,'who then ſome of them were in bonds by famine 
and cloſe keeping, laboring ro conſume or ſtrangle them for 
want of food and air, ſome three, four, and five dayes without 
any manner of food; ſomeeight, nine, and ten dayes without 
one bit of bread alf{owed by them. or ſuttered ro come at them ; 
thus labouring for their lives, or in the leaft ro canfe wuem to 
blaſpheme,from both which the innocent was preſerved: ſo in 
the nick of time Tohn Rous in the audience of all the people 
required of them convenient food for our money, or otherwiſe 
if vveperiſhed, our blood be upon them ; vvhich there vvas 
—_ and the javves: of their vvicked Lavves all 'rent and 
roker. : Thus vvere vve courinued from the fifth uncill the fe- 
venth day, being che Jevves Sabbath, rhey offered us rvvo poor 
quakers {fo called} upon their Altar-ſtocks, afrer vvhich tende- 
red us to depart, if 'vve vyould hire their Convoy, vvhich nei- 
ther needing'it, nor in confcience vve could not do 1t , vvere 
- continued in prifon the Week follovving; ſuch vvas their 
malice, that they .called\rheir council as they ſatd , vyho gave 
forth an Order tor the Whipping of the quakers then in prifon, 
 (vvhbo vvereren in number) tyvicea Week , the firſt time wich 
fifcten ſtripes with their three-fold cord, .the ſecond time eigh- 
reen; and ſo from time to rime to haue three added euery 
time tillfurcher order : [By this Law they might have -vvhitpr 
us tinto death, and if ſo, unto the grave, and there alſo if they 
- hada minde.}] Wezsked fora copy of this Ooder, but vvas de- 
nyed it, for itvvas our deſire to have it , that the variety of 
li:s vherevvith it vvas filled, might have been preſented to the - 
viery of all men : Bur'ſuch'ts che ſubcilty of the Serpent among 
. then, that hewill keepallhedoth as much in darkneſs as may 
' be, leſt being brought:ro the Light, he ſhould 'be diſcovered in 
-theeyesof all, and'condemnet ; So: eallingus to rhe ——_ 
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of the firſt part of this their later Order, out of ten they chooſ- 
ed four vvhereupon to execute their Wrath,ta vvit, John Rous: 
William Leddra, Thomas Harris, ( vvhom they bad Whipped 
once before, as vvell as vve, and contrary to Lavv beaten vvith 
aboue tvyenty ſtrokes) Humphrey Norton being the fourth, us 
four they as barbarouſly beat, as acruei man vvould beat his 
horſe, the people beholding, and ſecing us fo uſed aboue our 
old Wounds, the cry again{t crueity increaſed, Sodome vvas 
troubled, Egypt vvasaffraid, and all old Jeruſalem in an. up- 
roar, Blood at that Seaſon, they had ſufficient , So that the 
other ſix they touched nor, though vvillingly they pur off 
their Clothes, and tendered their backs, their adverſaries flunk 
avvay like dogs vvho had ouer-filled chemſelues vvich Sheeps 
blood, tor vyhich they vvere afraid to be hanged, Who haning 
thus ſatiated their cruell appetites, turned us forth , to their 
ſhame and contempt. This vyas one of the main Articles of 
their Faith,contrary to that command in the Lavy vvhich ſaith, 
Them ſpale do no murder, (theirs ſaith, Thou ſhalr, ) 

This Cruelty ſhortly after the former. 

Again Nicholas Phelps an Inhabitanc of Salem , although a 
weak man through the infirmities of his body. for not ſatis- 
fying their wills was calledin queſtion by Daniel Deniſon and 
ſome others, and by them was commirted to priſon at Tpſwitch 
and there was whipt three times in five days, becauſe he refuſed 
to work for them, which manifeſts that though a weak body, 
yet a ſtrong faith,not in the leaſt bending unto them, and when 
they could not overcome him by cruelcy , the ſhame and 
Suile of what they had done lying on them , they went thus 
to worke, agreeing with a man in the Towne to doe 
as followecth : On a certain day a man who having had 
former acquaintance and friendſhip with him came to Nicholas 
and had him to his houſe, and after a while got him to walk 
with him into his field, and after {ome ſpace of time ſpake to - 
Nicholas to this purpoſe, that. he chought that he would bee 
ſet at liberty ere long : Nicholas not knowing vvhich vvay ic 
vvould be Rader 3 as for to vvork to fulfill their wills, 
he could not : Soaftera vvhile the man fell to vyork about 
a ſtone vyall, and coming to a ſtone that he could not lift, 
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it vvas ſo big, Nscholas (being charitable) aſfliſted him to Jifc 
the ſtone, and lay ir in the place vyhere it ſhould lie, for 
vyhich doing he vyas releaſed , becauſe hee did ſomething 
that they called vvyork, although it did not tend any thing 
£0 the fulfilling of vheir Law, bur herein doth the-hypocri- 
fie of their Magiſtrates appear. : . 

Again it came to pals, that we two Criftoph:r Holder and 
Joby Cepeland, being moved by the Lord to go to Botton , ſet 
forth thitherwards on the third ofthe ſixth monerh -x 6 5:8, 
and the ſame day came toa town in that Jurifdi&ian called . 
Dedham ; it being neer evening, we turned into the Ordi- 
nary, where we lodged that night, and early on the morn- 
ing there came two Conſtables, with ſome ochers, and de- 
manded of us, Whicher we were going? Qur anſwer was, 
We were paſſing towards Boſton ; then they ſaid, they had 
a Warrant to have us to Boſton before rhe Magiſtrates; then 
we required toſce it, but they would not thew it to us; ſo 
afcer ſome hours, one Conftable and two men with him, 
had us to Bofton, and brought us to the Governors houſe, 
who when he ſaw us, being perplexed in ſpirit,faid ina.rage, 
You ſhall be ſure to have your ears cut off : Then he asked 
ais our names ; ſo we told him: chen he ſaid, We had been 
here twice before, and faid, What? you remain in the ſame 
opinion you was before: Anſwer, We remain in the fear of 
the Lord ; He faid, you can ſpeak nevera true Word ; and 
further ſaid, He looked upon ic co be a great judgement of 
God co them, that we were luffered tocome ſo oft amongſt 
them to troable them, and ſaid, We were the worſt Here- 
ticks that ever he heard or read of; andasked us, Why wee 
came? ſeeing we knew tliey would nor receive us: Anf, 
The Lord Ged hath commanded us, and we could not but 
com;then he ſaid,the Lord command you to connit vvas the 
Devil;& urged us to prove ourCal by theScriptures:we anſwe 
red, our names are not vvritten in the Scriptures; he ſaid,he 
did believe we ſpake true;for your names 1s not written 4n the 
Scriptures; and he'further ſaid, Io vvas ſomething if vyee 
couijd make it appear thac vve vvere ſent of God : We an- 
ſvvered, That vvhile he ftood in unbelief, though vve ſpake 
never ſo plain to him, yet he vvould not believe ; then one 
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Nathaniel Williams fandingt? } ake to this effe&t; Seting 
yve knevy that they vvould not believe us, it muſt needs bee 
our of malice that vvecame: Anfſvver, The Lord God vvho 
ſearcheth all hearts, knovves that vve'came not in malice; 
then the Governor asked us, Whether vve did believe Chriſts 
Body vvas in Heaven ? We anſvvered , Wee knovy that his 
Body 15 11 heaven; Then heſaid , he vvould ſet Humphrey 
Norton on our backs , for he vvould not ſay ſo, (vvhich thing 
is falſe concerning MHamphrey Norron:') So after ſome other 
vvords, heſent for the Goalor, and bid him take us avvay , 
ſaying, You {hall hear from us to morrovyv; ſohee had us 
avvay, and put usin the houſe of CorreQion , ( as they call 
it, but vyveknovvit to be the houſe of Oppreſſion) and on 
the morrovv, being the ſift. day, they had a Court , before 
vyhich vye vvere brought ; and when we came before them, 
they cauſed our hats to be pulled: off, and thrown on the 
ground 3 then the Gouernor ſaid, You were before me ye- 
fterday, and lasked youto prove your Call hither , but you 
did not , becauſe you ſaid I would not believe you ; there- 
fore I aske you to prove it before this people, and it may be 
they will believe you ;. then we asked if they would belieue 
us when we ſpake the truth? The Gouernor ſaid, Yes, if you 
proue it by Scripture 3; We anſwered as before , toprove our 
Call hither by expreſs words of Scripture, that we cannot ; 
becauſe our names (neither this place) is not mentioned in 
Scripturez but that wee have examples in the Scriptures 
from the Prophets and Apoſtles, who in obedience to the 
Lord travelled from placetoplace as we do, that wee can 
prove: ]hen john Indicot Gouernor , laughed and ſaid, 
Are you Prophers and Apoſtles ? Then he asked, Whether 
we did belicue that Cur:ft had a Body in heauen diftin&t 
from the bodies of his members? Arſ: That -Chriſts body 
is diuided from his members, that we do not belieue ; then 
he aid tothe people they mean his Myſtical Body ; then we ' 
ſaid, we know notuch word in Scripture-as Myſticall, and 
put him to proue by ie Scriptuue, taat Chriſt hath two bo+ 
dies; thenaiiother man foos 'iþ and asxed us, Whether we 
did not belicue that Giirift had a body” in heauen made of : 
| ſfinews 
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 finews, fleſh and bone, PR.$ +" 1 the bodies of his mem- 
bers? Then we asked what the bodie of the members of 
Chriſt is? To which they gaue-no anſwer ; but asked us 
ſome other queſtions : but we ſeeing they ſou,he ro inſnare 
us, ſaid co them, lt is beft for us to be ſilent ; for you ask que- 
ſtions for nothing but toinſnare us, for you will not be {1 
tisfied with any anſwer : Thenthe Gouernor ſaid , Sure e- 
nough wedo ſeek to inſnare yon; then the Secretary ſpake 
to this effeft, Theſe men haue been here twice before, and 

hath receined the Law, and was ſent out of this Juriſdicti- 
on, and now is come the third time toſowe their damnable 

. Herefies, and to infe&the hearts of this people with their 

'poyſonous Dofrines z and wrote an Order, and deliuered 
3ttothe Gouernor, whodeliuered it to the Goalur, and 
bid him take us away, and keep us according to his Order; 
So he had us to the fame houſe again, and the next morning 
the Goalor came to us, and asked us to work; then we re- 
quired toſee his Order; ſo heſhewed it tous, which was to 


this effect :

Then he asked us again to work, and faid as you are ration- 
all-men, I would wiſh you not put your bodies to ſo much ſuf- 
fertng, ſaying he had an order co have us whipt twice a week 
if we would not work, and ſhewed us the order that was -made 
for-the other friends, whereby four of them ren was whipte , 
contrary to their Law , but we gave them no anſwer at that 
time:; -then he ſaid hewould give us time to conſider of it till 
noon:;: ſo ſome hours after he came to us againe, and asked us 
as before ; then we anſwered, that we were ſhut up , and were 
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not at liberty to work , then he pulled ns and ſhut us np where 
the work was', where he kept us rill evering , and then had us 
into thecommon- Goale, and in the morning had us down a- 
gain where the work was, and ſaid he would keep us there till 
our backs was fſleſht, ſo he ſer us bread and pottage by the 
work, but we had no ireedome to meddle with either. So at e- 
vening we were had in the common-goal again, where we were 
ſhucdp-in a cloſe room , in which place we remained eight 
dayes, they not knowing of any thing that we eat ; then” the 
Goalors wife came to us, and faid, If you will have milk, you 
may have it bought for you, andif we would have beer , wee 
might buy ir ofber ; ſo from that time the other friends which, 
werc in the bouſe of Correction, were ſuffered to put into us 
at a4 window what we wanted, 

Sometime after Chriſtopher FTolaer and lohn Copeland was put 
into priſon, I John Roxs was commanded of the Lord to go to 
Boſton aſſo; and as way was made, according to the Will of 
GodI preparedto go thitherwards; and on the 25. of the 6. 
moneth, 1-658. in the evening I came to Boſton, and after I had 
got the horſe I rode -on ſer upin a ſtable at anTnne, I went into 
the houſe, and after ſome ſtay rhere, I being not defirous to be a 
ſnare to any man, I declared who I was to the man of the houſe, 
who fercht.the Marthal,and he had me co the Governors houſe, 
and when I was brought before the Governor,he came towards 
me in a lofty manner, and ſaid, Pur off thy hat; I anſwered, I 
cannot ; ſo my hatarhis commandment was caken off : Then 
the Governor asked ine, hy I came to this Town? I ſaid, To 
viſit my friends in-prifon, and if I may have liberty, ( if they 
want any thing) to miniſter ro'their neceſſities ; he anſwered, 
- indzrifion, That is a charitable Deed ; Why did not Humphrey 
Norton come ? I replied , Thou had beſt ask him the next time 
thou ſeeſthim ; Heasked me, WhetherT hadany Letters ? To 
vvhichF-yvas ſilent; fo he bid the Marſhall ſearch mee, vvho 
- did according to his command; and the Governor took ſeve- 
rall Papers out of my Letter-Caſe, and kept them ; and after 
ſomequeſtionsaboucthe Bodie of Chriſt, to vvhich I anſvvered 
' him according co'the Scriptures; and afcer telling mee, Thar 
this is no nevv thing that we held ; and ſaid, If he had time, he 

- | would 
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would ſhew me out of _—_ which hehad in his houſe, Tha 
ſeverall Hereticks before us held the ſame opinion , To. which I 
anſwered little, knowing that the Spirit of God is pure faom 
all Herefie, whatſoever men who are blind may ſay of it : Then 
he bid the Marſhal have me to priſon; the which was done with- 
out Warrant or Mittimus that I did ſee or hear of. 

On the ſeven of the ſeventh moneth, we-three was ſent for 
from the priſon before the Court of Aſſiſtants held at Boſton, 
who when we came, commanded our hats to be taken off, the 
which being doae, after ſome time of ſilence, the Goalor asked 
us one by one, Whether wee knew the Law againſt quakers ? 
Then we anſwered, We knew their Law. Then he asked , Why 
we came thither > Weanſwered, The Lord God, whoſe Law is 

| juſt and equal, requiredir of us to come, and in obedience to 

him we came. Then one called Major Deniſon asked us , Whe- 
ther every man is not Maſter of his own houſe ? We anſwered, 
The Lord God is Maſter of Heaven and Earth, and he can ſend 
whither he will, and whom he will. Then the Governor ſaid, 
Were you not here before, & ſent away,& now are come again? 
To which Richard Bellingham added, In contempt of Authori- 
ty. Weanfwered, Amos mult propheſie at Bethel, although he 
be forbidden. T hen Major Deniſon ſaid, If a man ſhould fore- 
warn another man from coming into his houſe, and ſhould 
ſtand with a pike or ſword at his door, and yet for all this, the 
other ſhould actempt cocomein, and ſhoald be ſlain, Would 
not this mans blood be upon his own head ? Anſwer , If the 
Lord ſent a man to ſuch a mans houſe to forewarn him, or any 
in his houſe co repent of the Judgement thar was to come; if 
that man was ſlain, be was innocent in the fight of God, and 
had cleared his conſcience twards the man, and his blood would 
be upon his head that ſlew him; Then ſome words paſſed be- 

"tween us, whereia the Governor was called by his name; then 

"Major Deniſon ſpake to this effe&, that it was not fir for us to 

call him by his name, for he hath another name by which he is 
known, The Governor of Maſſathuſets Bay. Reply , Thou 
mightſ{t bave ſhewed more wiſdome, for his name is John Indi- 
cot, and mens names is given them to be called by. Then they 
ſpake ſomeghing ofquy nor putting off our hats, and broughe 
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ſeveral places of Scripture, whereby they pleaded for reſpe& to 
their perſons: We anſwered, He that reſpe&s perſons commits 
fin; Then oneof them ſaid,.Thatis in Hh——__ Reply, Are 

ye not in Judgment ? Why then do you plead for it? Wee 
farther ſaid, 1f you be Magiſtrates of God, ſpeake in the Ma- 
jelty of God, The Governor anſwered, We doI hope: Reply. 
Nay ; forthou dolt ofcen laugh : The Governor asked, Whe- 
. ther Laughter is not lawful? A»ſ. Not ſuch laughter as thou 
uleti, The Governorasked, hat is the honor you would have 
given tomen? Azxſ. Loveis the honor which is due unto all 
men: And further ſaid, Fow can you believe which ſeck honor 
one of another ? It you were believers you would not ſeek it, 
Then Major Deniſon ſpake to chis purpoſe, That it might be igno- 
rant people might wonder, that they kept ſo much ado about 


the putting vff the hat,and ſeekirg honour to their perſons. but 


therein lies che ground of contempt of Authority; we put them 
to prove tha: ever anyMagiltrats that are ſpoken of inScripture 
required any co put © ff :heir Hats; then the Governor ſaid you 
cannot prove it by Scripture that any did wear Hats, the which 
was proved falſe. for Di» 3 21. was brought by us, where-it is 
ſaid, Theſe men were bound in their coats , their. hoſen, and ther 
hats ; then heſaid there was no ſuch word there as Hat, we took 

forth a Bible, and read ic to them, then they ſaid ir was mif- 

tranſlated ; vve faid, If the Scriptures be miſ-iranſlated how 

* can they be taken for a rule 5the Governour repiyed, ſome vvas 
and ſome vvas not: Then Major Denton ſtood up being; about 

to ſpeak, ſo the Governour made way for him ſaving to the 

deputie Goyernour, { who vyas caſtirg forth 2 flood of filſe 

accuſations againſt us) I pray let the Major ſpeak, vvho having 

audience ſpaxe co rhis purpoſe , You lay yon 041 Governours 

and Magiſtrates tuch as are fec np.by God, buc cou fay tha all 

the Rulers and Magittrates that are now in che World. arc the 
powers of the World, and the pywers 0: darxneis, and you are 

Judah , and becauſe the government is to come ovr of Judah, 

therefore the ten Tribes of ;frael are cff-nded and divided a- 

gainſt Judah, the Tribes: of the Yresbyterians , th» indepen- 

dents and Prelates, 6c. Ail theſe are againſt the quakers, {0 

AManaſſes is againit Ephraim, and #phraim is againit —— 
| M ? ang 
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and'both againſt Judah, and you fay you ſhall reign, but we 
are the ſtronger, and ſo look to your ſelves. A»/w. ( Mark 
Reader, vvhat this mighty man hath profited by his ſpeech 
you have not heardany of us ſay ſo, butthe Lord is ſtronger 
thenall and he ſhall reign ; ſo one of them vvas ſaying, That 
we vyere deceived and deluded; vve ſaid, if we were deluded 
and out of the way you had more need pity us, and not do as 
you do, then one of them ſaid, We pitie you vvhile vve puniſh 
you; vveanſvvered, That is asif a man ſhould ſeta Dog on 
a Sheep, and be forry for it vvhile he is doing it , after ſome 
more vvords they called us bold Boyes and Blaſphemers : The 
Governour ſaid, You come in a ſhevy of love and humility and 
the ſpirit of meckneſs, but you are ſuch as Chriſt ſpake of, who 
have outvvardly ſheeps clothing , but inwardly are ravening 
Wolves. 4»/w; Chriſt there ſpake of a people very like your 
ſelves. After this the Governour made a Speech to us, and ſaid, 
He ſpoke from heaven, but vve vvould not beleeve him. 
Anſw. Nay, vve do not beleeve thee;ſo after ſome other vvords 
he bid the Jaylor take us avvay, the vyhich ke did; this being 
the ſubſtance of vvhat paſt betvvixt us ar that time, fo neer as 
vvas remembred. + AS: 

 Againon the tenth day we vvere called before the Court,and 
when we caine,our hats were pulled off as before, then Richard 
Bellingham: deputie Governor Rood up and ſpake to this effec : 
Theſe men have been here formerly, and have been ſent away, 
and though they knew the Law, yet are they come again in 
contempt to revile Magiſtrates and Miniſters, and to break all 
Order in Churches, and to deceive the people, and fo what- 
ever comes upon you, whether loſs of earsor loſs of life, your 
blood be upon your own heads. To which we replyed , you 
heap falfe accuſations uponus , and God-willtheap his judg- 
' Ments on your heads; and-if we ſuffer loſs of members, or loſs of 
life,our blood will be required ar your hands, for the Lord 
- hath ſenc vs hither :: To which the Governour replyed, Prove 
that, and ſaid, Chriſts Meſſengers were to pray for them that 
- Perſecuted/them'; bur you curſe us, and propheſie judgments 
tous. Anſi. We have hor-done'any-thing fince we came hi- 


ther, that-deſerves the ſpilling of one drop of our blood ; T p

the Governor ſaid,you are greater enemies to ns then thoſe that 
come openly, for you come under the pretence of peace to 
oiſon the people; ro which one of us ſaid, It grieves 'me to 
kefr thee ſpeak GOUT fatie things: Then they urged us to 
pfove that-we were Tent of God for the ſame things that 
Chrilt ſaid ſhould be done to his Diſciples by thoſe that are 
contrary to him, have ye done unto us as whipping, &c. Then 
Major Deniſon ſaid, Then evil doers that are whipt ſuffer for 
Chriſt. To which Joh» R-#s replied, if we vvereevill doers the 
pidgments of God vyonld be' heavier onus then that which 
we iuffer by you ; but not being evil doers we have the peace 
of God. and his peace keepeth us above all ſufferings, to which 
MajorDeniſon replyed, Maſter Roz:(for ſo I may cali; you having 
heard that your father is a Gentleman) whar Judgment do you 
look for greater then is upon you, then to be driven from your 
fachers houſe, and: to run about here asa Vagabond with a 
company of Seducers 3 except you look for a halter, or to be 
iruck with a thunder-bolt ? To which Jobs Rome anſwered, I 
vyas not driven from my fathers houſe, but in obedience to the 
Lord L left it, and when the Lord ſhall clear me of this Land, 
I ſhall return ro it. Apain, then the Governor called to the 
Secretary to read the Law which concerned us three, fo he read 
the latter part which was to this purpoſe , What foz coming 
again, having once ſuffe: co the Law, we (-uld have cach of us 
an ear cut off; After the Law was read, the Governour did, 
as he often doth, ſpeak very lightly, and uttered ſeveral words 
in derifion, the vvhich we ſeeing ſaid, More gravity vyould be- 
come you ; To which he replyed, Do you came to reprove us? 
and another of them ſaid if you ſhould ſpeak thus in any other 
Country, they would rake you and hang you up preſently for 
this, to reprove Magiſtrates in the face of the Country, doth 
plainly cend to ſedition , the Governour ſpake in derifion, and 
faid, I know you come to reprove a proud and ſinful peopie ,; 
then vve asked whether he would fay they were not a fintul 
people ? he anſvvered, we will not ſay ſo, though you ſay you 
arenor. Anſwer, Then if a finful people, may not a ſinful peo- 
ple be warned to Repencance ? So the Governour and Secre- 
tary called co the Marſhal to _— gag Chriſtopher _— ;

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then we asked vyhether we were not called hither to ſpeak, as 
yvell as to be ſpoken to ? th- Governour ſaid Yes, vyhen' vve 
Sire you leave , then after ſome more yvyords, Major Dei/on. 
ſaid, if you could ſhevy your Commillioa to ns. as plain as yve 
can ſhevv to you that you are evill doers in tranſgreſſing our 
Lavy,it vvas ſomething. - A»/w. Whether you vvill beleeveus 
or not, from the Lord we have received a command, and his 
Spirit is our Commillion ; then the Governour ſaid, They have 
nothing to proveir by but by the Spiric which is wichin them, 
and that is the Divel ; we replyed and ſaid, Take heed of blaſ- 
pheming the Spirit ; he ſaid, vvecame in contempt , we reply- 
ed, The Lord God who knows the hearts and reins of all men 
judge beryven us and you, whether we came in contempt; and 
ſome other vyords we ſpake to them concerning their Law ; 
and ſaid, We have ſeen ſome of your Laws that have had many

pture is there for hanging ? then Major Der:/o- ſaid in way of 
derifion, yes, they would be crucified ; then they haſtened the 
Governour to diſpatch us quickly, who ſpake to £dward Rawſon 
again to read the Law to us three, who called us by our names, 
and as he was going to read the Law again, the Governour and 
Magiſtrates: whiſpered tvgether, and while we were expeRin 

to hear the Law read again , the Governour turned ſuddenly 
about, and in great bitternels paſſed his ſentence on us three in 
theſe words: It is the ſentence of che Court, That you thz& 
all have each of you his right ear cut of by the Hangman ; 
then we ſeeing their unjuſt proceedings againſt us,and that they 
vvefe both our accuſers and Judges, and vvould not permit us 
to ſpeak for our ſelves, as vve ought, but cryed out for to have 
us ſilent, and to gag us if. vve vyould not, vve vvere ſtirred in 
ſpirir to appeal co the cheif Magiſtrate of che Common- vvealth 


.of England, and to have our cauſe tryed and judged by him , 


but they madea light thing of it, and haſtened the Keeper to 
have us avyay; the vyhich he did, and put us into the common 
Priſon again, So this is the ſum of vvhat paſſed betvveen us 
the ſecond time we were before them, as ner as we can re-

The ſame day was Laurence nations Caſſandra his wife, 
and Jofpah Southwick their Son inhabitants of Salem, who have 
been impriſoned in the houſe of correfion twelve weeks, by 
reaſon of which reſtraint from their houſe and families, their 
outward eſtate is much waſted, it being in the time of Harveſt, 
where they loſt a Meddow for want of reaping, wherein former- 
ly they have had twenty load of hay, for want of which, their 
eattel chey mult either put to ſlaughrer, or otherwiſe periſh, if 
God provide not, ſeeirig the enmity of their adverſaries hath 
deſtroyed that which they had provided, by detaining them un- 
der the oppreſſion of their unrighteous wills ; and yet cannot 
be proved againſt them the breach of any Law which is accord- 
ing to Scripture, as the Reader may plainly ſee when he reads 
their Examinations, who being before them, began with them 
on this manner :: This man was a Member, and this woman 
was a Member, to which Laxrence replyed, that he had been a 
Member within this year ; and the reaſon why they gave me 
admonition was, becauſe I entertained two men in my houſe, 
they anſwered, they were Quakers : he anſwered it was Chri- 
feopher Holder, and John Copeland, and my foul cloſed with every 
thing they held forth;at which they made a ſcorn, and faid they 
thought ſo , then Joſiah asked, what errour they held, they ſaid 
that they did believe and hold forth, That. there was that in 
every man, that if he would he might be ſaved by it, to 
which /oſiah replyed, that there vvas power in no mans will 
to ſave himſelf; then 74h called to the Magiſtrates that they 
would declare to the people what their fin vvas, they ſaid you 
deny Magiſtrates and Miniſters Reply. nothing of God in them 
we deny; and ſaid you hold forth, a man vvas to keep his own 
| houſe, vvby then ſhould we be driven out of our own houſes, bur 
to that they gave them no anſwer, but haftened away to their 
dinner ; ſo the Jaylor had them away, and put them into the 
houſe of correQion again; and the next day Lawrence, and 1o- 
{ah his Son ſent a Paper co the Magiſtrates in which they defi- 
red chat they might have ſome time of liberty to go home and 
ſet things in order, and to pay ſome debry which they owed, be- 
ing deſirous thatievery man ſhould have his due, which thing 
they denied them ſhewing plainly that their intent was to rui- 

| nate 
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nate them, who ſet a Bond for them to ſign: A Copie of which 
is as followeth : 


 TUe Laurenee Southwick, and Caſſandra Southwick, am

The end of this Bond :being conſidered , and that being

preſs for it , eſpecially one friend of Pr-videnc:, Katherine 
Scar by Name, who was drawn by the Lord to come forto 
bear witneſs againſt their cruelty at the time of their execu- 
ting oFir upon us; for the web: ſhe alſo is impriſoned: So: when 
they had made the door faſt, the Marihal came intothe room 
where we were, and ſome others with him , and read an Or= 
der, which was to this effe&& :

and when he had turned aſide his hair , and was going to 
cut off his care, the Marſhal being of a cowardly ſpi- 
rit, turned his backe on him, becauſe he would not 
ſee it done; the which Joh» R:us taking notice of, ſaid, 
Nay , turn about, and ſee it done, ( forſo was his order ) 
ſo in the ſtrength of God we ſuffered joyfully, having freely 
given up not onely one member, bur all (if the Lord ſo re- 
quired )for the ſealing of cur teſtimony which the Lord hath 
gven us to finiſh, and ſaid theſe words, They that ao it 5gne- 
Fart 7; we do defire fremour hearts the Lord toforgive them; but 
for them that do it maliciouſly , let our blood be npon their heads; 
and ſuch ſhall know in the day of account , that every one of theſe 
drops of our blood ſhall be as heavy upon them as a Milſtone. So
